THE WEST AND FRENCH-CANA- 
DIAN COLONIZATION 


(Le Courrier de 1’Ouest) 

‘As compared wtih 90,000 people last 
year, one hundred and fifty thousand 
will this year cross the frontier and, 
enter Canadian territory. 

French-Canadian immigration from 
the Eastern States, so desirable from 
the double point of view of the 
strengthening of the Trench nation- 
ality in the West and the repatriation 
of precious units of our race, promises 
to constitute an important proportion 
in the total American immigration. 

The efforts of our devoted co-work- 
er, Father Berube, have been particu- 
larly fruitful. 

Of this we would wish no-further 
proof than the recent despatches from 
English sources announcing that more 
than one hundred French-Canadian 
families from Biddeford, Me.,- were 
about to leave for the west. 

These families will make up a total 
of about 700 people. 

The same account pointed out that 
more than six hundred families would 
set out from the State of Maine for 
the Canadian West this year, 

It will be remembered Maine was 
principally the scene in which Father 


Berube expended his efforts to re- 
cover, for our race and for the Irench 
colonization of the West, a part of our 
compatriots who were lost without 


any profit to the French-Canadian na- 
tionality in the neighboring republic. 

In obtaining such a great success 
in the doubly patriotic task which he 
had undertaken, Father Berube has 
merited well of all those who are in- 
terested in the fate of our compatriots 
in the United States and Trench col- 
onization of the West. 

Thanks to him, nearly six thousand 
of our people who filled the gloomy 
mills of New. England will be estab- 
lished, the coming autumu, cn home- 


steads in the Canadian West. 


We reprint with pleasure the state- 
ment recently made by J. L. Doupe, 
assistant’ commissioner of C.,P. R. 
lands in the West. to 
Montreal contemporaries. 
Mr. Doupe asserts that the West 

filling up quickly and that an 
important part of our new colonists 
are French-Canadians, 

“If this movement continues,” says 
Mr. Doupe, “we may hope that in/less 
han a year the French-Canadians will 
form a considerable colony in the 
West.

A remedy that is so powerful as to 
make a man lose possession of him- 
sclf, to-make a strong-willed and de- 
termined man helpless, that can so 
change all the natural organism and 
produce such ravages in the liver, 
stomach, brain-and kidneys as to pro- 
duce death; that. cannot only make 
a man insane but can also cause him 
to transmit nervous diseases, insanity, 
idiocy to his offspring, is a remedy 
that should be shunned and used as 
little as possible. ‘The same pre- 
cautions should surround the prescrib- 
ing of alcoholics as surround the pre- 
scribing of the opiates. Both of these 
remedies are eminently narcotics; a 
habit frequently formed in the sick 
room. It might be truthfully said 
that there are many men who drink 
only occasionally, and who scemingly 
never pass beyond this period. ‘The 
question should then be asked, where 
does the vast number of drunkards 
come from, if not from this particular 
class of moderate drinkers? 

There is one thing certain, if men 
never drink at all there would be no 
idrunkards, ‘The ranks of the drunk- 
ards must be recuperated from the 
ranks of the so-called moderate drink- 
crs, 

Another erroneous idea is that al- 
cohol is a food) that, it can. sustain 
life. ‘This is a serious mistake, A 
food is something that will sustain 
life indefinitely without producing in- 
jurious results. ‘The post-mortem 
rooms are filled with discased forms 
showing injurious results caused by 
ithe use of alcoholics. A food is a 
substance which does not create the 
demand for an increased consumption 
of itself. Bread, beefsteak and pota- 
toes when taken do not create a de- 
sire for more bread, beefsteak and 
potatoes, a point of satiety is reached. 
With alcohol, however, it is different, 
one drink frequently creates the de- 
mand for another, and two create the 
demand for a third, and so on until the 
individual is completely under its con- 
trol, ‘There is no natural food that 
has a similar property. 


“All‘foods: with which we. are .ac- 
quainted can sustain life indefinitely 
without injury. ~Nearly—all- animals 
sustain themselves by partaking of one 
particular kind of food. If alcohol 
were a food it ought to. sustain life 
indefinitely, We know very well that 
it cannot do so. In case of a man go- 
ing upon a spree, alcohol in excess 
take the place of food; yet at the end 
of one or two weeks he may be 
absolutely insane, his nervous system 
is wrecked; his stomach will no longer 
digest food, and no organ in his body 
is in a normal. condition. 


Prof. Adolf Strumpel, of the Uni- 
versity of Erlanger, said that “simple, 


typical chronic gastritis and enteritis 


among adults are so exceedingly often 
of alcoholic origin that 9 all other 
causes compared with it fall far into 
the background,” and states further 
that reports from a number of large

years 1893 and: 1898 showed that the 
percentage of insanity ‘due: to-alcohol 
in‘ those institutions ranged from 24 
to 70 per cent. 


Dr. “Aschaffenburg, ‘in a celebrated 
work on criminality, showed that the 
three centres of crime in Germany 
are Bromberg, the center of spirit- 
drinking; Pfalz, the centre of wine- 
drinking, and Bavaria, the centre of 
beer-drinking. 

Dr, Aschaffenlurg staics that beer- 
drinking in Bavaria is, the direct fac- 
tor in criminality.
